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Mayor meets with top postal officials 


New post office gets shot in arm 


Mayor William M. Oakley’s drive 
to get a new post office built in 
Romulus took a tenative step foward 
last week, as a result of a personal 
visit with high post office officials in 
Washington, D.C. 

Meeting with Assistant Post- 
master Jim Finch and Congressman 
Ford on Friday, the mayor said 
there is a chance that the federally - 
owned land adjacent to the Romulus 
Civic Center may not be sold for 
other purposes. 

The 2.5 acre tract in question was 
purchased by the postal service as 
site of a new post office for 
Romulus, but an austerity move last 
year halted the contemplated plan 
and transferred local postal 
carriers to the Taylor Post Office. 

Oakley’s goal is to have a new post 
office erected on the government- 
owned land as originally planned. 
Increasing complaints of poor 
service out of the Taylor facility and 
inadequate parking space at the 
present Romulus Post Office have* 
added new momentum to Oakley’s 
request for a new postal building. 

Upon his return from Washington, 
the mayor sent a letter to Ford 
listing details of their conversation. 

Contained in the letter was 
Oakley’s comment: "I could 
elaborate, at some length why we 
believe Romulus deserves its own 
postal facility. However, all we ask 
now, is that the postal service stop 
the proposed sale of this land to give 
them time to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of our needs.” 

As for the immediate prooiems ot 
poor service. Finch, who has 
authority over the entire midwest 
region, assured Oakley that he 
“would send someone down to in- 


vestigate the complaints and take 
appropriate action.” 

Oakley came to the meeting with 
over 2,000 signatures of people upset 
over the original move and the 
steadily decreasing level of postal 
service in Romulus. 

The mayor first wrote to 
Congressman Ford, who is a ranking 
member of the House post office and 
civil service subcommittees, last 
November. Ford replied to the 
mayor saying Congress had little 
power to take action, as a result of 
the reorganization of the postal 
service in 1970 which made the post 
office a semi-autonomous agency of 
the federal government. 

Under that reorganization, which 
was designed to improve postal 
operations and make them self- 
supporting, the position of post- 
master general was taken out of the 
President’s cabinet and sub- 
sequently out of the hands of 
Congress. 

However, since that time, the post 
office continues to lose money and 
must be subsidized annually to the 
tune of 1.6 billion dollars. 

A bill to correct that situation and 
bring the postal service back under 
the control of Congress, recently 
passed the House by an over- 
whelming margin. 

However, it is presently 
lanquishing in a Senate government 
affairs committee, because of 
President Carter’s opposition to it,

Woman claims rats 


infest neighborhood 


A rat came to the Romulus City 
Council meeting last Tuesday night. 

To back up her claim that rats 
were infesting her neighborhood and 
yard, Mrs. Diana Craig, 15444 Or- 
chard, brought a dead rat in a 
plastic zipper bag with her to the 
council session. 

Council members assured her it 
was not necessary for them to view 
the deceased rodent and that they 
would take her word. Mrs. Craig had 
deposited the bag and rat at the rear 
of the council chambers just in case 
she would have to prove her point. 

She claimed that her house, 
located in the Meadows Subdivision, 
and yard, as well as those of her 
neighbor, were overrun with rats. 

L^e Silvey, director of safety and 
regulations, told council he had been 
out to her house, but could not locate 
Mrs. Craig He explainedthat he had 
used poison bait in the area and had 
distributed literature to the neigh- 
borhood on rat control and proper 
procedure in the bagging of gar- 
bage. 

Silvey told the Roman that the city 
had contacted the Wayne County 


Health Department about tne 
situation. As a result, the city and 
county jointly have made regular 
visits to the Meadows to rid the area 
of'rats by telling residents how to 
eliminate their food supply. 

Silvey advised, ‘The city can’t do 
it all Residents of the area must 
cooperate with and follow the 
recommendations of the city and 
county health department.” 

Along those lines, he recom- 
mended that residents keep their 
yards clean of anything that rats can 
feed on, especially dog manure. 

“Rats thrive on dog manqre,’’ he 
said. 

He also said residents of the area 
should have storage sheds placed on 
an elevated base and to enclose 
garden composts in some sort of 
metal containers. 

After some discussion on the rat 
problem, counoil requested the 
mayor to report back to them after 
his staff had talked to area residents 
at the Romulus Neighborhood 
Center located in the Meadows. 

Mrs. Craig went home with the 
rat. 


Church conducts census 


St. Aloysius Catholic Church of 
Romulus will be conducting a 
parish census during the months 
of June July and August. 

"The major objective of the 
census is to help us become 
aware of how many Catholics we 
have here in Romulus and how 
we as a parish family can meet 
their needs’,” a spokesman said. 

The census will be taken by two 
seminarians on a door-to-door 


basis. Tom Gresock is from St. 
Mary’s Seminary in Orcnard 
Lake, and Dave Mave is from 
Sacred Heart Seminary in 
Detroit. 

“When these two young 
seminarians arrive at your home, 
we hope by your having read this 
article you will have some 
understanding of why we are 
taking the census here at St. 
Aloysius,” the spokesman said 


according to the Congressional 
Quarterly. 

Ford, however, is optimistic the 
bill will eventually become law, at 
which time his and other 
congressman’s vote will have 
greater impact. 


Oakley planned the meeting with 
the poet office officials to coincide 
with Congressman Ford’s annual 
legislative conference last week. 

A contingent of six Romulus of- 
ficials attended the three-day 
conference, which included 


discussions by top gevernment 
leaders on revenue-sharing, CETA 
(Comprehensive Employment and 
Training Act), Community 
development grants, senior citizen 
programs and economic develop- 
ment.

Folmar, Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks, Councilman Jimmie C. 
Raspberry, Finance Director Larry 
Moore and Public Information

Council nixes truck terminal

The reluctance of Romulus City 
Council to lend a helping hand to a 
nationally-known trucking firm 
almost cost the community an 
estimated $60,000-$70,000 in annual 
tax revenues. 

Wilson Freight Co., with terminals 


A board appointee was top vote 
getter, a recalled trustee seeking re- 
election was soundly beaten, and the 
leader of this year’s successful 
recall drive was elected, in Mon- 
day’s Romulus school elected to fill 
five seat on the board. 

Defeated more than two to one, 
769-331, was an advisory proposition 
asking voters whether school 
trustees should be paid up to $30 per 
meeting as now permitted under 
new state law. 

The board of education is not 
bound to abide by the voters’ 
decision on the advisory proposition 

Tallying the highest vote count of 
919 out of the total of 1,500 cast was 
Michael Woods, 37627 Goddard Rd., 
who was appointed early this year to 
fill the vacancy left when Trustee 
Jack Bath resigned last December 
Woods won one of the two four-year 
seats at stake 

Elected to fill the second four-year 
term on the school board was Mrs. 
Theresa Kraft, 14783 Inkster Rd,, 
who led the drive which resulted in 
the recall by voters of four trustees 
last March 4. 

Four members of the Romulus 
community were named to fill the 
vacancies by Gov. William G. 
Milliken shortly after the recall 
election. They verbally promised 
that they had not taken part in the 
recall movement and would not seek 
re-election to their appointed board 
pose. None of the four ran in 
Monday’s election. 

Gerald Budd, former president of 
the board who was ousted in the 
recall drive, failed in his bid to 
regain his seat, finishing fourth out 
of the field of five challengers for 
the post behind Woods and Mrs 
Kraft. He received 366 votes 


in 70 leading cities throughout the 
nation, was turned down by council 
for the second time Tuesday night 
for aid in financing a $1 million tfuck 
terminal in the northeast section of 
the city. 

At the previous council session, 
members ended up in a 3-3 tie vote, 
with one abstention, on Wilson’s 
request for help. 


Ending up rnira in the run for the 
four-year terms was Myles Johnson 
with 387 votes, while last place went 
to Joseph M. Filbert, with 155 votes. 

In the race for the one three-year 
term on the board, Mrs. Evelyn E. 
Hopewell, 11087 Whitehom, was the 
victor with 763 votes. Finishing 
behind her were Richard J. 
Zavodsky, 345 votes, and Sheldon 
Chandler Jr., 203 votes. 

Chandler is the husband of Gloria 
Chandler, former board secretary, 
who also shared the unenviable 
distinctionofbeing pushed out of her 
board seat in the recall drive. She

The contest for the one one-year 
term on the board saw Mrs. Jo Ann 
Marvicsin, 37020 Mario Ann Ct, win 
the spot with 592 votes, closely 
followed by Alan Satterlee, with 514 
votes.

Council 
turned it down on their second ap- 
pearance, and on their third trip last 
week, refused to take a vote on the 
request, choosing instead to let their 
earlier decision stand. 

Ed Fall, director of the building 
department, commented, ”I’d 
rather see them here than not 
paying taxes.” 

He estimated Wilson’s annual 
taxes would be $60,000-$70,000. 

However, the trucking company 
indicated they will go ahead with 
their project on its own hook and 
build on 18.4 acres of land it owns on 
the southwest corner of Wicks and 
Inkster roads. Included in the 
company’s project are a terminal 
building with office space, a truck 
storage building and exterior trailer 
storage. 

The present M-2 (general in- 
dustrial) zoning permits the 
operation of a trucking terminal, 
according to Jay Young, public 
information officer. 

He explained, that with 24 truck 
terminals now located in Romulus, a 
move is being consedered by the city 
to rezone the area containing the 
Wilson property to M-T (industrial 
transportation) which would resrtict 
truck terminals to the northeast part 
of the city. 

In its proposal to council, Wilson 
offered to landscape the front of the 
completed terminal grounds and 
install greenbelts along the sides 
and at the rear of the truck terminal. 

Voting against the Wilson proposal 
were Mrs Beverly Me Anally, Ray 
Cantrell and Jerry Canejo. Voting 
for the plan were Mrs Mary Carter, 
Fred “Junior" Block and Mrs. Mary 
Ann Banks 

Although Councilman Jimmie 
Raspberry abstained, it was learned 
by the Roman that his vote is 
questionable under parlimentary 
rules of order 

Mrs. McAnally said residents of 
the area she represents, which in- 
cludes the Wilson land, did not like 
trucks in their neighborhood Also, 
she explained, terminals did not pay 
as tnuch in taxes as other types of 
industry 

During council discussion, 
Raspberry said his constituents 
were against the terminal, but said 
he would not disclose his vote until 
the roll call was taken.

Jarrette Simmons, chairman of 
the Wayne County Board of Com- 
m ism oners, said negotiations to save 
the Walter P Reuther Long-Term 
Care Facility in Westland are “still 
alive” in Lansing 
The facility, which offers highly- 
skilled nursing care, is slated to 
close unless a permanent source of 
non-county revenue can be found to 
make up for an annual $3.5 million 
deficit 

Wayne County already faces an $8 


to $12 million deficit this year and 
can no longer continue to subsidize 
it, Simmons said 

The facility currently is operating 
on a special one-time-only state 
grant of $1.7 million The State 
Legislature gave the grant to the 
county for phase-out purposes, but it 
has served to keep the facility open 
since Dec. 1. permitting negotiations 
for state or federal funding to 
continue.

state and county officials are really 
hot,” Simmons said “We are doing 
everything possible to obtain sup- 
plemental funding for the continued 
operation of the Reuther Center.” 

Simmons said there was “another 
recent glimmer of hope that help 
might be forthcoming from the 
state.” A bill has passed the State 
Senate giving the county an ad- 
ditional $250,000 to keep the facility 
operating at least through August. 

“If it passes the House, it would 
buy more negotiating time,” she 
said. 

However. Simmons said she is in 
close touch with State Rep. William 
Ryan (D- Detroit) about how soon 
the House can be expected to act. 


“The county is racing against a 
financial deadline," she said “We 
are under federal court order to 
advise patients and families at least 
40 days before closing the facility. 

“Our Corporation Counsel tells us 
that the special $1.7 million state 
grant will be used up soon - so we 
should plan on a ta rget decision date 
of June 20 as to whether or not the 
county must proceed with dosing 
the facility.” 

“It’s extremely important for us 
to know the position of the State 
Legislature as to the additional 
$250,000,” Simmons emphasized. “If 
we have to wait too long for final 
House action, we’ll be out of 
money.”

Announced at conference 


Jason P. Lovette is named 
Rotary district governor 


"Fellowship is everywhere! Take 
part in as much as you can." 

That message from Dr. Gerald 
Ebmeyer, Westland Rotarian and 
governor of the 47-club District 640 
of Rotary International, began four 
days of activities at the annual 
conference attended by more than 
500 members and their wives. 

The 62nd Annual District 640 
Conference ended Sunday in a 
whirlwind finish to the Rotary year. 
Highlights of the event, held in 
Boyne Mountain and hosted by the 
Wayne club, included awards 
Dresentations to several local in- 
dividuals and clii)s, speeches and 
reports on Rotarian activities, 
presentation of a new district 
governor and accolades for the 
outgoing governor There was plenty 
of time for that Rotary "fellowship” 
and socializing, too, during the busy 
four-day agenda. 

District 640 encompasses the area

when he’ll turn over that job to 
Jason P. Lovette, member of the 
Romulus chapter. 

There are some 2,700 members in 
the large district, which includes 
cities as far as Adrian, to the Ohio 
border, the city of Detroit, Grosse 
Point, Westland, Livonia, Canton, 
Romulus, Wayne, BelleviUe, Wind- 
sor and many others. 

The governor spends a "very 
hectic, tiring, but very rewarding" 
year travelling to all the chibs in his 
district, and coordinating activities 
in his area of the international 
service club, Ebmeyer said.

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Metroparks gear up for holiday 'crush' 


The Huron-Clinton metroparks — 
serving the citizens of Macomb, 
Oakland. Livingston, Washtenaw 
and Wayne counties — are ready for 
the Fourth of July holiday weekend, 
with many persons expected to be 
off from work on July 3. 

JamesJ. Pompo, deputy director, 
said this holiday weekend — if the 
weather is favorable — might well 
be one of the most popular for users 
of the metroparks. The better-known 
parks — Metro Beach Metropark 
near Mt Clemens, Stony Creek 
Metropark near Utica- Rochester, 
Kensington Metropark near Milford 
and Lower Huron Metropark near 
Belleville — are each expected to 
attract 30,000 or more visitors per 
day while the smaller sites will be 
jammed, mostly with picnickers. 

Required are vehicle entry per- 
mits — annual regular, $5, senior 
citizen, $1, or daily, $1. 

Picnic crouos of 50 or more per- 
sons should advise the park office 
well in advance of the date desired, 
so that officials can suggest the best 
location available.

swimmers are advised to use proper 
water safety rules on the lakes, with 
swimming permited only at the 
beach sites while lifeguards are on 
duty.

Road widening: 
Unspoken costs 


The current plight faced by 
Michigan Avenue Inkster 
businessmen points out a significant 
shortcoming within the state’s high- 
way department. 

When the decision was made to 
widen Michigan Avenue, between 
Gulley and Middlebelt roads, the 
Inkster Business Improvement Group 
(BIG) took its concerns about the 
project to the state. 

For several months its attempts to 
communicate with elected officials 
were ignored by state bureaucrats and 
officials alike. When BIG finally did 
get the attention of Lansing officials, 
about all that came of it was apologies 
for the impending inconvience that 
could permenantly close the doors of 
several local businesses. 

Well, today those Inkster merchants 
are in the middle of the road widening 
project, and reports indicate that 
several of them will not survive the 
loss of business that the road project 
has caused. 

We at Associated Newspapers feel 
tha* some form ,;f short-term help 
should be offered to the merchants. 

While we certainly understand the 
lon^-range value of the Michigan 
Avenue widening, and even the 
eventual improved economic outlook 
for local businessmen that will result 
from the project, we feel the project 
will have been a failure, if it causes 
shops to close in Inkster 

For too long Inkster’s leaders have 
been pleading for support for its in- 
dustrial development base. At the 
same time, local merchants, many of 
whom have refused to leave the city in 


spite of dire predictions of things to 
come, have been facing a difficult, if 
not impossible, task-to remain 
profitable, and to provide local 
residents with local shops, while 
around them, creeping blight was 
appearing on the scene. The blight is 
caused by the “hit and run” business 
operators who had little concern for 
the city of its future. 

It now appears that some of those 
fast and loose operators may have 
been right after all. 

If the city and the state have such 
little concern for the businessmen of 
the community, maybe it was smart to 
move. But we think not. 

We do not feel that it has to be that 
way. 

We suggest that a coalition of local 
businessmen and city officials should 
make the trip to Lansing to corner 
their elected officials and gain short- 
term aid for local businessmen af- 
fected by the road widening project. 

With all of the many projects that 
the state has funded, many of which 
provide little return for the local 
taxpayers, it would seem that the 
plight of local merchants should find a 
high priority with any elected officials 
who are concerned with the com- 
munities which they represent. 

We are not suggesting another give- 
away program. We are suggesting 
low-interest loans to help businessmen 
weather the Michigan Avenue storm. 

After all, what good is a brand new 
highway if it is bordered with only 
derilict buildings which the state or 
federal government would have to 
remove eventually.

Well, the game started and things went 
relatively well for me I didn’t mess up any 
grounders or drop any throws and we 
jumped to a 6-0 early lead We wound up 


winning, 11-0, a rare shutout in slow pitch 
softball, and knocked the league-leaders 
from the undefeated ranks. 

Our pitcher, Dearl the Pearl, who just 
turned an ancient 40 years old this 
weekend, and I were the only ones on our 
team to get two hits. One of my hits was a 
booming triple up the alley in right center 
field and I thought I looked a little fleet of 
foot as I sped around the bases. 

I rounded third and was undecided 
whether to try for an inside the park 
homerun when the third base coach was 
perplexed and stood bug-eyed looking 
toward the outfield. “Stop!”, he finally 
yelled as I turned and dropped exhausted 
on third base, clinging to it like a drowning 
man clutches a life preserver. 

Again the good-natured (?) taunts rose 
from the crowd. “I remember when you 
would have been around home and sitting 
on the bench before the throw came in.” 
called one. “That added weight doesn’t 
increase your speed,” jeered another. 

And I began to think of the many years 
that had flown by since I was the scourge 
of the sandlots in Dearborn 27 years ago 27 
years? Are you kidding me? It can’t be 
that long ago, can it? The more I thought 
about it, the more tired I felt and the older 
I seemed to be 

Next time I strolled to the on-deck circle, 
one of my own players called, “Let’s go 
heavy duty!” No, come it think of it, it 
seemed more like he said HEAVY-duty. 
But that’s okay. We won, 11-0, our pitcher 
got a rare shutout, I banged out two more 
hits and still led the “young men” on our 
team in hits. 

I won’t mention the church in this area 
we shutout. Their name will be omitted to 
protect the embarrassed. 

I’ll admit the “razzing” got to me and I 
only slept 10 hours that night. And then on 
Sunday, we went to church and the family 
decided to take "Dad” to Canada for a 
Father’s Day treat. 

We took my mother and aunt Violet from 
Florida with us. As I sat in ihe back seat 
letting my teenage son drive, my mother 
innocently asked, “Doesn’t it make you 
feel old seeing your sons grown and 
driving the car and vou sitting in the back 
seat?” 

She could have gone all day and not said 
that. But we finally arrived at “The Old 
Fish Market’’, a so-called fancy 
restaurant in Windsor. I won’t say how- the 
food was, but it certainly did taste like old 
fish. 

Just about as old as I felt after a 
“glorious” Father’s Day weekend! 


Our conversaboR-with the young people 
continued. Unfortunately, the session 
began to drift, and I began to hear more 
complaints than I did about the dope 
scene. 

Here’s how it went. 

“It’s just not fair,” said one young lady. 
“Everywhere we go, weget hassled by the 
police or some one else in authority. 

All young people are not dopers, or 
drunks, or have loose morals. If older 
people would get off our backs, maybe 
we’d act a little more like they want us to 
act.” 

There is, of course, nothing especially 
new- or even different about her remarks. 
They are as old as time itself, and most 
likely will always be with some segments 
of society. 

However, even if young people are being 
inordinately put upon, does that then 
provide license for outrageous conduct? 
The question is being begged, obviously, 
because the answer must be no. 

There are those people, such as the 
heroin addict we talked to in initiating this 
series, who actually use the devastation of 
substance abuse to punish those they don’t 
think are treating them properly. 

Such pathetic and infantile behavior, to 
say nothing of the complete lack of in- 
tellectual responsibility, is saddening. And 
it’s especially saddening when you see 
what can happen to somebody once they 
have been totally hooked and are perhaps 
beyond useful redemption. 

Likei t or not, we are all a part of society, 
and as such, we all have certain respon- 
sibilities to that same society. The 
question becomes one of agreeing on just 
what those responsibilities are, and how 
they are to be implemented. 

Certainly I don’t believe that young 
people, or a ny other group for that matter, 
should be pushed around for no apparent 
reason. And just as certainly, I don’t 


believe that any group cf two or three 
hundred people ought to defy established 
order and physically attack two or three 
police officers who are performing the 
duties which society pays them to per- 
form. 

Such brutal acts of pure cowardice by a 
mob - and they have occured in Hines 
Park more than once - are not acts to be 
applauded. They are savage, and those 
responsible (there’s that word again) 
ought to feel the full force of the law. 

We have reached a plateau in our human 
development where people (mostly the 
square, adult variety) are frustrated and 
don’t really know how to react to what they 
view as a collapsing society. 

There are calls in Michigan to restore 
capital punishment There are other calls 
to let the police go and have them “start 
bustin’ heads”. 

It’s tempting to join these posses; but 
I’m afraid such approaches are too sim- 
plistic and would ultimately result in 
everyone loosing those rights we hold so 
dear, and for which many have fought 
desperately on foreign battlefields. 

Theremustbea realigning of values and 
people must begin talking to one another. 

The City of Westland, and I’m sure other 
cities too, has a police officer assigned as a 
community relations expert. My group of 
young people gave high grades to this 
man. They found he only had one head, 
was articulate, and represented dignity for 
all citizens - not just a few who opt to live 
in s the impossible world of anarchy. 

s He’s neat, and he had some good things 
to say when he talked to our class,” said a 
young lady. The sky hasn’t fallen in on us 
yet, Deo Gratius. 

But the fact remains that youngsters 
still do dope and adults still screw up their 
heads with alcohol. Quickly we must add 
that not all young people are dopers and 


not all adults are drunks However, it 
appears that those on either crutch spend 
too much time staggering about pointing 
accusatory fingers at the others. 

I wonder what might happen if young 
people gave up their junk and said. “To 
hell with drunken adults who are nothing 
more tham platitudinous hypocrites.” 

Then after having said that, go about the 
business of preparing themselves to run 
this Country. Because, unless some 
madman starts a nudear war to destroy 
mankind, it’s these very young people who 
have no choice but to run things in just a 
few years. 

And perhaps there are those of us in the 
adult world - adult at least by 
chronological standards - who ought to 
ignore superficial trapping such as jeans 
and sandals, and begin looking at the total 
entity standing in front of us articulating a 
position 

Mental health services throughout the 
Country have an abundance of clients who 
are there because of dope and booze. 

These poor souls cost up billions of 
dollars each year; and of greater 
significance, these are human beings who 
are lost to society and lost to themselves. 

Messing up your brain has never helped 
aleviate any problem. Maybe sometime, 
before it’s too late, people will finally 
understand that simple truism. 

Take my word for it, we at PCHA would 
not at all be unhappy if our mental health 
unit at Heritage Hospital suddenly found 
itself without clients manifesting 
psychotic behavior patterns resulting 
from substance abuse. 

I’ve seen people whose brains were 
apparently scrambled; maybe everyone 
should have the opportunity to witness 
such trauma. If people could see it, I’m 
sure they would agree with one young lady 
who said, “No way. Dope is dumb!”

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A honey of a hobby 


Now is the time to start up bee keeping 


To bee keep or not to bee keep. If 
that is the question and the answer 
is yes, now is the time to get started. 

According to Gordon Wardell, 
Michigan State University 
apiculturist, new bee colonies should 
be established by early June. 

Beginning beekeepers may be 
surprised to find that it doesn’t take 
a lot of expensive equipment to get 
started. Essentials include a hive, 
foundation wax, two or three pounds 
of bees, a bee bonnet, gloves, a 
smoker, a sugar syrup feeder and a 
hive tool — a metal pry bar made 
for opening beehives and 
minipulating equipment. A begin- 
ner’s setup, including bees, usually 
runs about $100 from bee supply 
houses. 

“You may save a little money 
buying used equipment,” Wardell 
pointed out “And you don’t have to 
put a used hive together yourself as 
you would have to do with a new 
hive. Used equipment can be a 
source of disease problems, 
however. For your own protection, 
have used equipment inspected by 
the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture Plant Industry 
Division.” 

Also make sure that any used 


equipment you buy is standard 
sized. Ten frames per hive is 
standard. Nonstandard hives are 
very difficult to add to, and 
replacement parts are difficult, if 
not impossible, to acquire. 

One way tominimize your chances 
of being stung is to visit the hive on 
warm, sunny days when most of the 
bees are likely to be out working. 
Another is to wear light colored 
clothing. 

Also avoid visiting the bees when 
the barometer is falling. Bees can 
tell from changes in barometric 
pressure that a storm is coming, 
Wardell explained, and they get a 
little touchy. 

The hive tool is necessary to open 
the hive and remove the frames in 
which the bees make their wax 
combs and store their honey. The 
bees seal up the hive and glue the 
frames in with a gummy substance 
called propolis, which they gather 
from trees. 

The smoker produces large 
quantities of pleasant-smelling 
smoke. The smoke breaks the 
normal behavior pattern of the bees 
so they are not as aggressive as they 
might beand are less likely to sting. 
The smoke also covers up the alarm 


Garden Doctor says... 


This week theGarden Doctor talks 
about: 

Q: The leaves of our birch trees 
are getting brown. When we tear 
through the brown area the leaf 
separates into two parts. 

A: This is the damage of the birch 
leaf miner, a small worm that eats 
away the green inner portion of the 
leaf. A spray of malathion, diazinon 
or lindane should protect the un- 
damaged leaves. 

Q: We have found some large 
brown beetles with pinchers. They 
crawl on the ground under our shade 
tree. Will they harm it? 

A: You’re probably seeing stag 
beetles which are about l inch long 
and crawl from the soil this time of 
year. They feed on dead wood and 
plant exudates so do not threaten 
your live trees. No control is 
required. 

Q: Thel eaves are being clipped off 
our pepper plants but are then left 
laying on the ground. Some stalks 
have no leaves left How is this 
treated? 

A: This sounds like the damage of 
climbing cutworm. This worm hides 
under the soil during the day and 


does its damage at night. The 
control is to place paper cups or tin 
cans with the bottoms removed 
around the stems. This barrier 
should deter them. For larger 
plantings, malathion or sevin can be 
sprayed on the stem and on the soil 
surface around the plants. 

Q The leaves on our tomatoes are 
starting to curl under. Otherwise the 
plant looks fine. What’s wrong? 

A: Look on the undersides of the 
leaves for aphids. Aphids are small 
softbodied insects that can be green, 
black, or pink. Some of them have 
wings. All of them suck the juices 
from the leaves. Control them with 
malathion or diazinon. A light in- 
festation can be knocked to the 
ground with a sharp stream of water 
from the garden hose. 

Q: Patches of our periwinkle are 
wilting and the stems are dead. Will 
this spread? 

A: It will spread if Weather con- 
ditions are favorable for the disease. 
This sounds like root and stem rot. 
Cut away all the affected above- 
ground tissue and drench benomyl 
into the soil in these areas.

pheromone in the hive This is a 
chemical scent that bees give off to 
indicate a disturbance in the hive. 

Although beginning beekeepers 
may buy established colonies or 
captured swarms, it’s more com- 
mon to buy package bees. Packages 
usually contain two or three pounds 
of bees, with 7,500 bees per pound, a 
supply of sugar syrup and one queen 
bee. Although the bees can survive 
for quite a while in the package, 
“they get a little ornery after a week 
or more,” Wardell noted. They 
should be installed in the hive as 
soon as possible after they arrive. 

The firsts tep is to spray them with 
sugar syrup to stick their wings 
together. (They will clean each 
other off in a short time.) Shake 
them to the bottom of the package 
and remove the little queen cage. 
Shake the bees into the bottom of the 
hive and replace the frames over 
them. Then open the queen cage and 
release her and her attendant 
workers into the hive. It also is 
possible to put the caged queen into 
the hive and let the bees release her 
by chewing a hole in the sugar plug 
at one end of the cage. Direct release 
is recommended, however. 

“It is critical that the queen start 
laying qggs right away,” Wardell 
explained * The colony will be losing 
bees and not replacing them until 21 
to 25 days after the queen begins to 
lay. Letting the bees release the 
queen delays the beginning of egg 
laying and population buildup.” 

New hives should be provided with 
foundation wax and a supply of 
sugar syrup to help the bees get 
established. 

Foundation wax is a thin sheet of 
beeswax imprinted with the six- 
sided honey-comb pattern. The bees 
draw out this wax to build their 
combs. The cell outlines p-inted on 
the wax are the proper size for 


worker cells. If the bees work from 
scratch, they tend to build too many 
drone cells. Some drones are 
necessary to mate with the queen, 
but they do not take part in the 
pollen or nectar gathering, the wax 
making or comb building or any of 
the other work of the hive. 

Feeding sugar syrup, made from 
1*6 parts sugar to one part water, 
enables the bees to start making 
wax and building cells for the queen 
to lay her eggs in. “A colony 
probably will need a quart of syrup 
every two to three days until nectar 
starts coming in,” Wardell said. 
“Four or five days after the bees are 
installed, ehck to see that the queen 
is alive and laying eggs in a solid 
pattern. “If the queen is doing her 
job, almost every cell will have an 
egg in it. 

“If only a cell here and there 
contains an egg, it's time to get a 
new queen.” 

The queen is critical to the success 
of a bee colony. Another important 
factor is the location of the hive. A 
southern exposure is best, and 
protection against the prevailing 
west winds is necessary. A site with 
morning sun and afternoon shade is 
ideal. 

“In urban and suburban areas, 
hives often are put on roofs or near 
hedges that make the bees fly up- 
ward as they leave the hive,” 
Wardell noted. “This keeps them 
from flying right at people level.” 

Once the hive is established, the 
beekeeper hastodecide what kind of 
honey to produce. Extracted honey 
is spun from the combs by cen- 
trifuge, then filtered or strained. It 
is the most efficient way to harvest 
honey. The empty combs are 
replaced in the hive, sothat the bees 
don’t have to construct them again.

Pork for your grill 

Barbecuing is one of America’s most popular summertime activities. It’s 
also one of the most enjoyable and easiest ways to cook. The following recipe 
is practically a complete meal of skewer-meat and vegetables that are cooked 
and served together. 

The first task of the outdoor chef is to build a fire. Start at least a half hour 
before you want to begin cooking. Be sure the ashes of the previous fire have 
been cleaned out so your coals will be properly vented. Many people line their 
grills with heavy-duty foil so the ashes can be disposed of easily. Pile the 
charcoal briquets in a high mound in the center of the grill, sprinkle with 
starter fluid and ignite. When the coals have turned white, knock the mound 
down and smooth the briquets in the grill. Set the grating over the coals and 
you are ready to cook. To avoid sticking it is helpful to coat the grating with 
vegetable oil before setting it in place. 

Serve these pork kebabs with rice and a salad. Drink iced tea, beer, a chilled 
chablis or a cooled Gamay Beaujolais. 

Skewered Barbecued Pork 

Degree of ditticuity: Easy 
Time: 45 minutes 
Servings: Twelve 
Cost: Inexpensive 

Ingredients: \ ' 

4 pounds boneless pork, lean, preferably shoulder, cut into 1-Vfc inch cubes 
4 bay leaves 
1 teaspoon oregano 

1 teaspoon basil 

2 cloves garlic, finely minced 
Salt and pepper 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

1 cup dry white wine 

Vs cup vegetable oil. preferably olive oil or peanut oil 
24 cherry tomatoes 

24 1-'^ inch squares of red bell pepper (you can also use green pepper) 

14 l- 1 /^ inch squares of onion 

o In a large bowl mix the bay leaves, oregano, basil, garlic, salt, pepper, 
lemon juice, wine and oil. Add the cubed pork and stir to coat each piece. 

o Cover with plastic wrap and refrigerate at least 4 hours and preferably 
overnight. 

o When ready to barbecue, arrange the meat on 12 skewers alternating with 
tomatoes, peppers and onion. 

o Grill over hot charcoal until the pork is brown on all sides (you will have to 
turn the skewers occasionally) and thoroughly cooked.

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Know your state law 

Environmental damage: You have recourse 


(This is one of a series of public 
service articles explaining, in 
general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish 
to determine the effect of any law 
upon theirprivate legal affair should 
consult with a private attorney.)

CXir country was founded on the 
principle of freedom, economic as 
well a$ political. Heralded as the 
"land of opportunity," many of our 
forefathers faced great personal 
risk and sacrifice to come here and 
take advantage of the economic 
opportunities America offered. 

In recent years, however, there 
has been increasing concern about 
the toll our way of life is taking on 
the environment. 

Once familiar dhly to biologists, 
topics like ecology and solar energy 


are now discussed in third grade 
classrooms. Quality of life and 
preserving our environment are 
gaining importance as national 
priorities. 

Under ancient law, unless directly 
damaged, a person had no legal 
recourse to halt destruction of the 
environment. Thus, as long as we as 
individuals were not personally 
harmed, it was possible for a 
developer to strip wild areas of all 
vegetation, fill in marshlands and do 
whatever else they chose to precious 
natural resources without fear of 
government intervention. 

But when Michigan’s Constitution 
was revised in 1963, drafters of the 
new document had the foresight to 
recognize that environmental 
protection was becoming an im- 
portant issue. At that time, they 
wrote a clause into the new con- 
stitution protecting the air, water 
and other natural resources of the 
state from pollution, impairment 
and destruction. 

And in 1970, the State Legislature 


passed the Environmental 
Protection Act, making Michigan 
the firsts tate to recognize a citizen’s 
personal right to protect the en- 
vironment. Michigan’s En- 
vironmental Protection Act 
specifically allows any person or 
unit of government to file a lawsuit 


to halt actual and threatened 
pollution, impairment or destruction 
of our environment, regardless of 
whether it harms him or her per- 
sonally. 

Courts have long held that no one 
has the right to pollute another 
person’s property or water. By 


affording them the legal means to 
prosecute offenders, Michigan’s 
Environmental Protection Act has 
taken this one step further, it gives 
citizens the opportunity to protect 
the resources of our state. 

As our Supreme Court has said: 


"The Michigan Environmental 
Protection Act does more than . 
grant equitable powers to the circuit 
courts, it also imposes a duty on 
individuals and organizations both 
in the public and private section to 
prevent or minimize degradation of 
the environment.

Second guessing 
the second 

guessers

It is an usual fact of sports life that the second guessers always 
flock to point out the "ifs n of a crucial game post facto. 

And they (the second-guessers) got plenty of ammunition i 
Saturday at the State Class A baseball finals, especially in the 
semi-finals where Plymouth Canton was given the task to stop top- 
ranked Flint Southwestern. 

One of the arguable plays occurred in the top of the seventh when 
Rusty Mandle led off and blasted the ball some 385 yards - and it 
looked like the Chiefs were well on their w ay to erasing a crucial 1-0 
deficit. 

But, the suspense drama, 
came to a devastating end for 
Canton Coach Fred Crissey 
and Mandle, who hesitated or 
got his signals mixed up or a 
combination of both which 
ultimately led to a close play 
at third. Mandle was called 
out by inches on the play and 
that sounded a knell for the 
Chiefs hopes of eliminating 
Southwestern from the 
tournament and advancing to 
the finals. 

The second guessers also 
say that Canton would have 
whipped East Kentwood, 
which had beaten Hazel Park 
in the other bracket, if the two 
teams had met in the finals. 

Of course, that’s pure 
speculation - but interesting 
speculation at that. 

However, Crissey, who has been around the diamonds for heaps 
of years and is a master of settling arguments — a coach with seven 
of his own kids — has to be a just arbitrator, sends this basic 
message: “Don’t blame the kid (Mandle) because I was the one 
who hesitated and didn’t give him the green light. If there is anyone 
who should take blame for that play, it’s me and not him.’’ 

That should put the cuffs on any argument, fans. 

What about the state's format for the playoffs, would Crissey like 
to see a change? 

Basically, I’m satisfied,’’ Crissey said. “But it’s ironic that I was 
talking to Marv (Marv Rettenmund, Flint Southw'estern head 
coach) before the game and he confessed to me that though he has 
had some exccellent ball clubs in the past this is the first time he 
has ever come so far. 

“And, of course, we’re in the same shoes,” Crissey continued 
“We have had some excellent ball clubs and I know there are others 
who have experienced the same thing - coming up with an excellent 
team but losing out in the districts. 

“So I feel that the tournament should be a “seeded one” or, if we 
can’t do that, why not open it up to the team or teams that finish 
first and second in their respective leagues. It would add a new 
dimension to league championships and eliminate the possibility of 
a team which has only one good pitcher of going all the way.” 

It’s interesting — wonder if that august body, the Michigan High 
School Athletic Association which controls the destiny of prep 
athletics in the state — is listening 


And before we leave the high school baseball diamond for 
another year, w e re busy finalizing our 1978 All-Area team. 

The line-up will be ready for our fans next week Don’t miss it, it 
promises to be an explosive one

Crissey: We had our opportunities'

What’s that adageabout those who 
hestitate? According to the ancient 
Chinese they lose. 

And it’s too bad that Canton, 
Plymouth Canton, that is had 
forgotten about the ancient Chinese 
proverb; after all Canton was 
reportedly named after the ancient 
city in China. 

One small pause - a hesitation - in 
the seventh made a big dfference 
Saturday in the semi-finals of the 
Class A state baseball cham- 
pionships which pitted Canton 
against Flint Southwestern. 


Trailing 1-0 in the last inning, 
Canton came alive when Rusty 
Mandle led off the inning by blasting 
pitcher Ruben Luma’s fastball 385 
yards but as he rounded second he 
paused to see where the ball was. 

Mandle went on to. third where he 
was thrown out by mere inches. 

Luma quelched the Canton rally 
and preserved the 1-0 victory, 
sending his team into the finals 
against East Kentwood which ousted 
Hazel Park. East Kentwood was no 
match for the mighty Colts, ranked 
No.l in the state before the tour- 
nament. 

Coach Red Rettenmund’s team 
won their first state baseball title by 


blanking East Kentwood 7-0. 

Canton Coach Fred Crissey, whose 
Chiefs wrapped up the year with a 
superlative 26-5 over-all record, was 
pleased with his team’s effort. 

“Weplayed an excellent game and 
it was a good game to watch," 
Crissey pointed out. “We had our 
opportunities like the one in the 
seventh inning - and, I would like to 
make it clear that Rusty wasn’t at 
fault for hesitating at second. We 
just got our signals mixed up." 

The game developed into a pit- 
cher’s duel between Canton’s Scotty 
Dawson and Lu ma who each gave up 
three hits. What proved to be 


Dawson and Canton’s demise was 
another miscue in the fifth inning 
which led to the game’s lone run. A 
single, stolen base, and with the 
Canton infield looking for the bunt, 
gave the alert Flint baserunner an 
opportunity to sneak over to an 
unguarded third base. 

Then, Dawson g)t the next two 
batters but gave up a game-winning 
single to Chuck Cardenas who 
drilled the ball up the middle. 

Canton also threatened in the first 
inning when Scotty Collins doubled 
but was stranded on base. Catcher 
Jeff Campbell got the only other 
Canton hit, a single in the top of the 
fifth inning. 

Ironically, though Flint South- 
western and Canton have had some 
excellent teams in the past, neither 
has been able to get out of the 
district previously. 

‘‘We’ve been in the district finals 
almost every year," Crissey said, 
“but this is the furthest any of my 
teams have ever gone. And when I 
talked to Marv (Marv Rettenmund, 
Flint Southwestern Coach), he also 
told me that was the same case with 
his ball clubs."

"It's tough to recruit prep 
Ray Scott: stars f rom the ANP area

Living in the shadows of Michigan 
and Michigan State is no! the most 
enviable position a college 
basketball coach can be in. 

But Ray Scott, head cage mentor 
at Eastern Michigan University, 
feels it won't be long until the 
Hurons emerge into the basketball 
sunlight. 

"There's no doubt about it, living 
in the shadows of U-M and MSU, the 
boys like to go there,” Scott said 
recently in an interview with 
Associated Newspapers. 

"It makes it a lot more difficult for 
us to recruit the blue-chip players 
and there are a lot of ramifications. 
We don’t have as much money to 
spend as the bigger universities, but 
really, most of our competitor 


comes from Western Michigan 
University and Central Michigan ” 

Scott, the 6-foot-9 former Detroit 
Piston player and coach, had much 
to say on a wide range of topics. 

Although A1 Cicotte, the former 
Belleville High School star, was a 
standout for EMU as a senior this 
past season, the Hurons have had 
relatively few "big name” players 
attend their school from Associated 
Newspapers’ circulation area. 

And there are some high-powered 
basketball teams and talented 
players from the 13 high schools 
located in the communities covered 
by The Belleville Enterprise, The 
Romulus Roman, Westland Eagle, 
Wayne Eagle, Canton Eagle and The 
Inkster Ledger-Star. 

Scott was asked why more from 
this area did not attend EMU. 


"We’ve had a few good players 
come here from your area, but the 
blue-chippers’ have their pick of the 
field and others like to go away to 
college,” the personable coach 
replied 

"We’ve made a lot of progress in 
the two years I've been here as 
coach. It takes time to turn a 
program around.” 

Scott came to Eastern Michigan 
as basketball coach in 1976-77 after 
signing a four-year contract. He had 
been suddenly dismissed by the 
Detroit Pistons after coaching them 
four years and leading them to their 
finest finish in the franchise’s 
history. 

He inherited a team that won very 
few games the previous year and 
improved its record to 9-18 his first 
year. And even though last year’s

slate showed a modest improvement 
to 11-16, Scott says with a little luck 
the record could have been rever- 
sed. 

"We were hot at the start of the 
season and at the end of the season, 
but lost four tough games at mid 
year that kept us from having an 
outstanding record,” he mused 

Scott explained the Hurons lost 6 
of 9 games before the team started 
its Mid-American Conference 
(MAC) schedule. "And five of those 
losses were to U-D, Indiana State, 
Arizona, Michigan and DePaui, each 
of whom were ranked in the top 20 at . 
some time last year.” 

The former Piston forward 
pointed to EMU’s 76-69 victory over 
Miami of Ohio as the high point of 
the season. Miami, as you may 
remember, beat Marquette in 
overtime three weeks later in the 
NCAA tournament. 

‘‘My philosophy is to teach fun- 
damentals and try to inspire good 
comaraderie and communication 
between players and coaches It’s 
incorporated into our practices and 
I’m very enthused. 

"The biggest thing about our 
basketball program is that it’s on the 
way up,” Scott exuded. "We have 
good people involved and a good 
example of increased interest is that 
the attendance was up this past 
year.” 

Referring back to recruiting, Scott 
said, "We don’t recruit the blue- 
chippers but we do strive to get 
intelligent, talented players for our 
squad. We play a good brand of 
basketball but we are a step below’ 
the Missouri Valley Conference and 
the Big 10,” he admitted 

However, he said the difference in 
the brand of basketball played in 
MAC and the other two conferences 
"was three or four" outstanding 
players on each team. 

"The first year we ran a lot of 
patterned plays and last year we 
opened up and ran a lot " And Scott 
said he would be doing more 
recruiting in the western Wayne 
County area covered by ANP’s six 
weeklies. 

The bearded Scott compared 
coaching college players to coaching 
high salaried professional hoop 
stars. 

"Most players want to be pacified 
in the pros, whereas college players 
are young and willing to learn Pro 
players feel they’re at the end of the 
rainbow— college players are more 
teachable. 

"But I enjoyed coaching the 
Pistons,” Scott hastened to add He 
confessed he didn’t know why he was 
suddenly dismissed as their coach in 
1976. 

"I think they wanted a new face to 
relate to. They (Feldman, David- 
son— the new owners) were un- 
comfortable with me. I honestly 
don’t know’ why they let me go as 
coach— they never told me,” Scott 
said with a shake of his head. 

Prior to coaching the Pistons, 
Scott graduated from West 
Philadelphia High School and at 
tended University of Portland. After 
a fairly uneventful first year, he 
dropped out in his sophomore year to 
return home and work to support the 
family. 

Then came his big break 

While playing basketball in the 


#/ 


Eastern Basketball /Association, a 
small pro league on the Atlantic 
coast, Scott was the Pistons’ first- 
round draft choice in 1961, when 
there were only nine teams in the 
National Basketball Association. 

That was my biggest thrill as a 
player, and my biggest thrill as a 
coach was being named NBA Coach 
of The Year in 1973-74.” 

After a six-year career with 
Detroit, he played three years with 
the old Baltimore Bullets (including 
one championship team) and then 
two years with the Virginia Squires. 

Seven games into the 1972 season, 
Earl Lloyd was fired as Piston coach 
and Scott, who hod been hired by 
Lloyd as an assistant the previous 
year, was named to replace the man 
who has had the most influence on 
Scott's life. 

In his four years as Piston coach, 
Scott won 151 and lost 140, the only 
Piston mentor to have a career 
winning record. His achievements 
hit their high mark in that 1973-74 
season when the Pistons finished 
with a 52-30 season record before 
bowing in the final game of the 
playoffs to the Chicago Bulls. 

The records also show that during 
Scott's tenure the team averaged 
close to 7,000 fans per game, the 
highest in its history. 

Asked if the Detroit Pistons would 
be a success in Pontiac, the 39-year- 
old Scott shrugged his shoulders. 

’ Basketball is a city game and it’s 
backers live in the city. The news 
media is there It could be a 
disaster.” 

He paused briefly, then added, "I 
really don't care— one way or the 

other ” 

While disavowing any desire to 
"hype'’ up EMU’s basketball 
program with a "Dick Vitale” ap- 
proach. Scott still expressed great 
admiration for the new Piston coach 
who used a "circus-type" program 
to promote University of Detroit 
basketball. 

"There's only one Dick Vitale,” i 
Scott noted "I think Dick's a good 
man— he's enthused and energetic. 

If they give him time, he’ll be suc- 
cessful He helped us immeasurably 
by scheduling us and also getting us 
into his Motor City Tournament.” 

Scott praised his mother, who took 
much time to guide him in his early 
years, he says. He also mentioned 
his 16 year-old son, John, who is 
working toward an academic 
scholarship; his daughter. Karen, 

14, and his 8 year-old twins, David 
and Debra. 

Although divorced, Scott has a 
very high regard for marriage and 
close family ties and points to it as 
the foundation for buildiing a happy 
life 

He said 12 of his 17 years in 
Michigan have been spent in the 
Ypsilanti area, where he now 

resides. 

The basketball future at EMU is 
bright and I’m thrilled to be a part of 
it," he concluded 
And Ins positive approach to 
basketball and to life is infectious. It 
may well lead many high school 
basketball stars from this area to 
don the grecn-and-white colors of 
Eastern Michigan University and 
lead it out of the shadows of its more 
well-known neighboring univer- 
sities.
